ASSIGNMENT/ARRIVAL: 

On 11-12-1 1 at about 2220 hours while assigned to District 6, APEC Mountain Bike Detail, Call Sign 232, 1 
responded to checkpoint 219 at Secret Services request (inside of the Hale Koa Safe Zone 2161 Kalia RD.). I 
arrived on scene at about 2230 hours. 

SCENE/TIME ELEMENT: 

On 11-12-1 1 at about 2215 hours this incident occurred fronting 2161 Kalia RD. Honolulu HI 96815 (FT. 
DeRussy Museum) at checkpoint 219. 

R& r.knRnHNn CASE INFORMATION: 

On above date^BpB^vas not a credentialed person with access to the secure zone surrounding the Hale 
Koa Hotel. His initial entrance into the area was as an invited guest and was only refused entry back into the 
area after he had already left the secured zone. 

ASSISTANCE REQUESTED: 

On above date at about 2215 a call from Secret Service Agents posted at checkpoint 219 fronting the FT. 
DeRussy Museum requested assistance with an intoxicated male attempting to gain entry into the "secure zone" 
without proper access credentials. 

OFFICER APPRISED: 

Upon my arrival to the check point (219) Secret Service Agents related that a intoxicated male, later identified 
as ^■■H was attempting to gain access to the "safe zon e" but did not have the proper credentials. 
AGENTS further related that when denied access into the areajppfcecame verbally combative and refused 
to leave the check point or wait till the "safe zone" was cleared for access.

OBSERVATIONS: . 

Upon approaching the checkpoint fM could be seen standing outside of the checkpointwjith a Secret 
Service Agent. At this time the Secret Service agent appeared to betrying to calm down |M who was 
yelling at another Agent inside of the checkpoint calling him a liar. tiLM continued to be loud and was 
demanding entrance into the "safe zone" to retrieve a cellular telephone he had left at the Hale Koa Hotel. 
Agents continued to state to him that without credentials he would not be able to access the area due to security 
measures in place. The agents stated that if he would be willing to wait he would be allowed entry into the area 
once it was clear, stated that he would not be willing to wait and demanded that he go get his phone.

Agents at the check point stated to f^Blthat they would attempt to locate his phone for him, but still insisted 
that he wou ld not wait because he had already missed his ride to Kahala were his vehicle was parked at the 
hotel. Mfe then continued to argue with agents demanding that they immedi ately be fired or he would be filing 
complaints against everyone present at the scene. The female agent assisti ng MBtried multiple time to have 
CflMstep away from the check point to deescalate the situation but (01 refused and appeared to be willing 
to argue with the agents. 

SUSPECT DEMEANOR: 

Upon ob taining identification fromflBI 1 c ould de tect a strong odor of alcoholic type beverages emitting from 
CUB mouth and clothes while he spoke. also had red, bloodshot, and watery eyes. While spea king 

with him he was extremely argumentative and irrational and insisted that since he was a OTMBBB^ 

that he had the right to enter into the area to retrieve his cellular telephone. 

INCIDENT RECORDED: 

On above date the incident was recorded by SGT, J. KAUWENAOLE'S departmentally issued helmet camera. 
The recording was subsequently copied onto a CD-R to be submitted into records as evidence of this incident. 

OFFICER ACTIONS: 

At about 2245 hours Secret Service subsequently cleared the area and allowed dH to enter, and was 
escorted by our detail into the Hale Koa to locate his cellular telephone. The cellular telephone was 
subsequently located at the Hotel's front desk and returned back to him. 

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: 

Upon locating flBfli cellular telephone I then escorted him off property and called him a cab. VLM related 
that he wanted to go to the Ka hala Hotel were he had a ride waiting for him. At this time I called TheCab and 
requested they pick up flBl fronting FT. DeRussy Museum. After placing flH| into the cab it was the last of 
our contact with him.
